NO RED ATTACK PLANNED 
Army Hoping To Carry 
•New A-Eomb In Suitcase 


WASHINGTON, June 14—'The 
United States Aimy Is working 
today on an active project to 
build atomic w a r h e a d s into 
shells that can be f.red by ordi­ 
nary field artillery. 
The Army, utilizing new sci­ 
entific information, hopes 
to 
^ develop 
a t o m i c 
missiles 
weighing less than 300 pounds. 
The 
warheads, 
to 
be 
fired 
from conventional-sizpd field a r­ 
tillery guns and in guided mis­ 
siles, are expected to be avail­ 
able withm two to five years. 
The probability of such small- 
package atomic exploders is un­ 
derstood to have been establish­ 
ed since the Defense D epart­ 
m ent’s annual report to Con­ 
g r e s s was issued April 22. 
Their successful development 
would raise anew the possibility, I

that “ an atomic bomb could be 
carried in a suitcase.”

’Smalt’ Blanket 
Hanging Over 
Faeifie Area 


HONOLULU, 
June 
14 — A 
strange, vast, 
layer 
of smoke 
and microscopic salt particles 
hovered today over more than a 
million square miles of the P a­ 
cific, blanketing all Hawaii and 
stretching as far west as Wake 
Island. 
Honolulu’s weatherm an said 
the enormous haze, d u b b e d 
“ sm alt,” was composed mostly 
of salt evaporated from the oc­ 
ean and trapped close 
to 
the 
earth's surface by stable air. 
He said no strong winds, cap­ 
able of dissipatim: the “ sm alt,” 
are in sight for at least 36 hours. 
Volcanic 
fumes from 
Ha­ 
waii’s Mauna Loa, which has 
been erupting for more than a 
week, are contributing to the 
density of the low-hanging at­ 
mospheric blanket, according 
to the weather bureau. 
Dr. George O. Burr, scientist 
at the Hawaiian Sugar P lanters’ 
Experim ental Station, said two 
Geiger 
counters 
are 
being 
checked continuously, but have 
shown no signs of atomic radia­ 
tion such as might be caused by 
an explosion at the Eniwetok at­ 
om weapons proving station. 
There was speculation at first 
that such a 
blast 
might have 
caused the “ sm alt.” The haze 
has covered the entire Hawaiian 
Islands for two nights and a day. 


DALLAS, Tex., June 14—Sec­ 
retary of State Acheson declared 
last night that international co­ 
operation backed by a strength­ 
ened free world—and not 
an 
atomic attack on Russia in a 
"preventive w ar”—must be em ­ 
ployed to meet the threat of 
Communism. 
The State Department chief 
lashed out at Americans who 
! advocate such an attack, al­ 
though he recognized the pos- 
| sibilitv that Soviet l e a d e r s 
“ may be tempted to make use 
of military force” whenever 
1 they are strong enough to do 
so. 
Acheson delivered a major for­ 
eign policy address under the 
joint sponsorship of the C i v i c 
Federation of Dallas 
and the 
Community Course of Southern 
Methodist university. The speech 
was the first in a series that he 
will make during the next few 
weeks. 
“ The foreign 
policy 
of th e 
United States,” he explained, “ is 
to strengthen the free world to 
prevent aggression and to coop­ 
erate with all friendly nations in 
advancing 
the 
common 
wel­ 
fare.” 
The secretary said that policy 
includes the creation of a united 
military, economic and political 
community of nations so strong 
that Moscow will be “ forced” to 
respect it.

IN REJECTING the idea that 
U. S. A-bombs be used to fore­ 
stall R ussia’s plans for aggres­ 
sion, Acheson declared: 
"All responsible men agree 
that such a course is unthinkable 
for us. It would violate every 
moral principle of our people. It 
would create a war that would 
necessarily 
by 
incredibly 
de­ 
structive. It would not s o l v e 
problems. 
It 
would 
multiply 
them .” 
At the same time, the cabinet 
m em ber also assailed isolation­ 
ists who. he said, advocate “ bar­ 
gain-basement 
security.” 
He 
charged: 
“ They want the United States 
to pull down the blinds and sit 
in the parlor with a loaded shot­ 
gun, waiting.” 
Acheson said that such “ bar­ 
gain-basement security” would 
force vast increases in the do­ 
mestic military establishment 
and would in fact be a “vain 
attempt to remain an island of 
security in a Soviet dominated 
world.” 
“ It does not work—and it is 
not cheap,” he emphasized.

The new’spaper in an editor­ 
ial lauded the announcement 
and contrasted the planned ex­ 
penditures for defense with the 
military outlay of W e s t e r n 
Powers, particularly the Unit 
ed States. 
Pravda took the occasion to

cles” which it said “ under the 
influence of a nightmare, plan 
world domination and have tak­ 
en the road to undermining the

Foreign Aid Plan 
Boosting Payroll 
By 100 A Day 


WASHINGTON, June 14—Con- 
gress was told today that the 
foreign military aid program is 
adding 100 employes a day to the 
federal payroll. 
The Joint Committee on the 
Reduction of Federal Spending 
said in a report that as of May 
1, nearly 10,000 civilian employ­ 
es had been assigned to the aid 
program . 
The report, prepared under 
the direction of Sen. Byrd, <D) 
Va., 
committee 
chairman, 
stated that there were 2,093,- 
312 federal civilian employes 
during April, an increase over 
March of 1,417. 
The Postoffice Depart m e n t 
and the Veterans 
Administra­ 
tions each cut their payrolls by 
several thousands, but these re­ 
ductions were more than comp­ 
ensated 
by 
increases 
in 
tha 
Army and Airforce, the Depart­ 
ments of 
Agriculture, 
Interior 
and Commerce and the Housing 
Agency. 
While the 
Army show'ed 
a 
boost of 2,008 in civilian employ­ 
es and the Airforce a boost of 
1,217, the Navy’s civilian pay­ 
roll dropped 1,047. 
The report showed that as of 
the end of April the military aid 
program had 9,567 civilians on 
its staff, an increase 
of 
3,703 
over the March figure.

num bers: 120 from the State De­ 
partm ent, 12 from the Marshall

UNCLE SAM’S NAVY reveals 
that it is doing nicely in the bank 
ing business. This is not a flnan 
cial enterprise but ratHbr a hoard 
ing of human bones instead of dol­ 
lars. 
From the bone bank of the Na 
val Hospital, National Naval Med 
ical 
Center, 
Bethesda, Md., has 
come preserved bone for 26 suc­ 
cessful 
grafts since 
September, 
1949. 
Ready availability of bone with­ 
out subjHcting the patient to the 
pain and suffering cf formidable 
operations is hailed by the naval 
medicos as a ‘'real advance In or­ 
thopedics.” 
While such preserved bone is not 
always the equal of a graft taken 
from one healthy part of the pa­ 
tient and immediately transferred 
to the injured or diseased area of 
the same patient, the difference 
between fresh and preserved bone 
is not so great as to preclude many 
uses for suitably preserved bone. 
• 
• 
• 
THE NAVY has discovered that 
its bone bank shortens operating 
time by an average of 30 per cent. 
It further makes possible a single 
operation instead of two or more 
required in moving a patient’s 
bone from one area to another. 
The need for a second operating 
team is reduced, and the routine 
practice of blood transfusions is 
almost eliminated. Patients com­ 
plain less of pain and are spared 
a long, shocking operation, which 
means quicker recovery.

In naval medical parlance, fresh­ 
ly discarded human bone is “de­ 
posited” in the bone bank as a 
"saving.” Sealed, weighed and la­ 
beled, it is put in deep freeze. 
On the credit side of the ledger 
is recorded the bone’s life history. 
It is now a full-fledged bone bank 
“deposit.” If passed, it Is trans- 
ferred to the “ready” section and 
becomes available for grafting.

AFTER the operating surgeon 
draws what he needs from the 
bank and it has become a part of 
the recovering patient, me entry 
is switched from the “ready” to 
the “withdrawal” ledger. 
Every three months the Navy 
inventories its bank assets in cold 
figures of bone 
used, 
balanced 
against such abstractions as relief 
of 
pain, 
lessened 
convalescent 
times and early return to duty 
or family. 
Human bones recovered from 
amputations or operations when 
not kept intact, are ground up 
into what salty Navy language 
calls “boneburger.” Small bits of 
bone are then fashioned into “pat­ 
ties” for preservation. 
“Boneburger” is useful to fill 
cavities of bone cysts and slow- 
healing fractures, as w’ell as for 
grafts and final fusion of joints, 
including the spine. 
Eventually these grafted “pat­ 
ties” become a living part of the 
bones to which they are applied. 
The Navy Medical Corps quite un- 
derstandingly boasts that through 
this new economy of mercy, bones 
formerly discarded 
can 
now be 
kept alive indefinitely.

“Boneburger” is useful to fill 
cavities of bone cysts and slow- 
healing fractures, as well as for 
grafts and final fusion of joints, 
including the spine. 
Eventually these grafted “pat­ 
ties” become a living part of the 
bones to which they are applied. 
The Navy Medical Corps quite un­ 
derstandingly boasts that through 
this new economy of mercy, bones 
formerly discarded 
can 
now be 
kept alive indefinitely.

NEW YORK, June 
14—The 
Magazine Iron Age reported to­ 
day that more steel companies 
are joining the premium price 
parade. It said their h a n d is 
being forced by higher costs for 
scrap, nonferrous metals, f u e l 
oil and other supplies. 
As a result, according to the 
national metalworking weekly, 
three more firms have raised 
cold-rolied strip $7 a ton while 
others increased hot-rolled strip
